MAYVIEW 


Clarence Harper of Calgary, lo- 
ci-1 representative of the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, explained 
to Kotarians some of the services 
rendered by that federal body in 
seeking to protect the* public"from 
higher prices and to maintain 
standards to as great a degree as 
possible. He referred especially 
to the methods used in making 
generally available certain goods 
which are in short supply, and out¬ 
lined controls exercised. Reference 
was also made to check on new 
types of goods in respect to fair 
prices. 

Speakiftg first of the system of 
getting into circulation certain 
goods which are in short supply, 
he said that the WPTB selected 
certain manufacturers with the 
proper facilities, giving these mak 
ers a definite quota on goods ii 
which there is a shortage. Direc 
tives are also given to t..e suppli 
ers and the Selective Service 
makes available to the manufac¬ 
turers the necessary help for the 
work. This makes the manufac- 
tuier responsible for turning out 
his quota. 

During war years materials 
which have been in short supply 
have been children’s clothing, hos¬ 
iery, piece goods and textiles. 
Much has been heard of a shortage 
in children’s clothing, but actually 
in the first six months of 1944 
more children’s clothing was turn¬ 
ed out than in all of 1941. One rea 
son for the rapid disappearance of 
these goods as soon as they reacn 
the market is the increased spend¬ 
ing power of families, another is 
the lact that many mothers ane 
working and find it desirable to 
buy children’s clothing which for¬ 
merly they made or repaired. 

Turning to the Standards Divis 
ion of the WPTB, Mr. Harper said 
that there is constant check on any 
de-gri-ding of textil s and foot¬ 
wear. W.thin that -division there 
are technical personnel, experienc¬ 
ed in the quality of goods. They 
check the facto.ies engaged in 
manufacture to see that the qual¬ 
ity of material as submitted is 
maintained in t’ e manufacture. 
They check on fair prices, and on 
the disposal of goods as equitabi) 
as.possible. The wholesalers and 
retailers are«sim laily checked in 
the line of distribution. The re¬ 
tailer is visited, with check-up on 
his Invoices and sample of any line 
of goods he may have received. 
Through the WPTB thli is checked 
back to t e factory, from which it 
was originally turned out to see 
that all along the line the stipula-

Then the thunder of the words "free enterpAse” 
rolls over the air; is hallowed or execrated in every 
political speech, depend ng on the politician’s views. 
It is invoked In season and out of season as the root 
of all good ox all evil. It is talked about very freely 
on the streets and over the fence. Yet 40% of the 
people quer.ed across Canada don’t know what it 
means, and just about as many are helpless when 
they try to express their conception of socialism. 

“Communism” is a very bad word as we all know, 
and if there is anyone whom we dislike or consider 
to be a political menace, we just call him a com¬ 
munist. It is an easy way to exp eas disapproval. 
Yet about 30% of the Canadian people cannot define 
communism in spite of its persistent use. 

And so it goes. One could mention also the word 
“democracy.” It is a word in very common usage. 
What idea does it convey to all the people who use 
it. How is. it.different from communism? 

This is an age of much talking and much propa¬ 
ganda. We are smothered under a never-ending 
avalanche of words—words that sound strong or 
vindictive or inspiring. We live in such bedlam oi 
words that it is perhaps only natural that we should 
pick them up and make use of them parrot-like with¬ 
out going to the trouble of finding out for ourselves 
just what they mean. 

But it is quite an exposure to find out how few 
people can define clearly what is meant by terms in 
most general use.
